Our ancestors used honey and 
you can use honey also. Besides there are syrups. The 
natural sugars of fruits will serve today as they did cen- 
turies ago. You will get all the sugar you need in this 
way. The Allies do it now. England, which before the 
war used more sugar than we did, has but two pounds 
per head a month now; France one and a half pounds, 
and Italy only one. Show yourself a patriotic American 
and use less than your ration. This is but a slight sacri- 
fice as compared with all that the Allies are doing. Do it 
yourself.

GENERAL SUGAR CONSERVATION 



Is sugar necessary in the diet? 

Neither cane nor beet sugar is necessary. In the 
average American diet allthesugar needed may ordi- 
narily be supplied by using honey, sirups, fresh, pre- 
served and dried fruits. 

What are the general sugar saving rules? 

Use all sugar sparingly and whepever possible use 
other sweeteners. Be sparing of confections and 
sweet cakes. The American people last year spent 
enough money for candy to feed all Belgium for two 
years. Supplement sugar with honey and sirups. 
Cultivate a taste for fruit in its natural sweetness. 
Sugar is a fuel food. Get fuel from potatoes and 
other starchy foods rather than from sugar. Sugar 
excels them as an energy-food only because it pro- 
duces energy more quickly. They excel sugar since 
they supply more than merely the fuel need. 

How may the sugar ration be expressed in quantities 
known to everyone? 

Two pounds per month means about»8 ounces per 
week, or a little more than 1 ounce a day. This daily 
ration is a trifle more than 2 tablespoons level full: 
It should be' remembered that this is to include all 
sugar used for any purpose whatsoever — for table 
use, cooking, in ice cream and desserts, on cereals or 
fruit, in sugar sirups used on griddle cakes, etc.

Interesting Revelations Made Regard* 
Ing Work of British Mystery Ships 
Which Play Important Part In 
Anti-Submarine Warfare. 

London. — Interesting revelations re- 
garding the work of Rrltlsh mystery 
ships which have played an Important 
part In antisubmarine warfare are 
made by the navnl correspondent of 
the Times. They show how British 
I seamen have met German craft and 
cunning with British craft and can- 
ning. 

Until this week the public has known 

I nothing about the mystery ships, 
known In the navy as the "Q" ships, 
although several officers, notably Capt 
Gordon Campbell, have been decorated 
for their services on these vessels. De- 
tails now can be made public, as the 
[ Germans are becoming aware through 
bitter experience of the methods used 
against them. 

"Baby" Blows Up Diver. 
How a "woman and baby" accounted 
for a U-boat la told by the correspon- 
dent. The submarine ordered a ves- 
sel to surrender and fired a few shells 
Into It. The boats then left the ship, 
leaving on board a woman who ran up 
and down the deck with a baby In her 
arms, as If mad. 

The U-boat came alongside the ves- 
sel and the woman hurled the "baby" 
I Into the open hatch. The "baby" ex- 
ploded and blew out the bottom of the 
I submarine. The "woman" was deco- 
I rated with the Victoria cross. 

The correspondent says that the tlrst 
mention of a mystery ship was In the 
case of the Baralong, which on August 
19. 1915. sank n U-boat after the tor- 
pedoing ot the British liner Arabic. 

It will be remembered, he says, that 
the German government protested that 
there was nothing to Indicate the Bara- 
lo rig's warlike character. The Bara- 
' long case was probably not the first 
In which a ruse was used, and s'nee 
! then the disguising of armed vessels as 
Innocent merchantmen for dealing with 
submarines has attained considerable 
dimensions. 

"Howls and moans," adds the naval 
correspondent, "went np in Germany 
I about the treachery of British seamen, 
but the German allegations curiously 
ceased at the beginning of 1916. These 
I allegations afforded a typical exnmple

It should not be forgotten, he con- 
tinues, that the Germans designed 
mysterv ships for commerce destruc- 
tion. The British commanders showed 
much Ingenuity In devising plans for 
trapping submarines.

In addition to the "woman and baby" 
case, the correspondent mentions the 
story of a retired admiral, serving as 
a captain, who placed a haystack on 
board an ancient-looking craft. When 
the U-boat ordered her to surrender 
I the Germans were astonished to re- 
ceive a broadside from the haystack.

Food Administrator Hoover, In a 
letter to President Wilson, fires a 
brief srmmary of the reeulta of food 
conservation in the United States and 
of the activities of the Food Admin- 
istration to this end. The conserva- 
tion measures have been pnt through 
practically on a voluntary basis which 
Is retarded as a splendid trlbnte to 
the patriotism of the American people. 

Meat shipments were Increased S44.- 
000.000 pounds during the first fiscal 
year, aa compared with our meat ex- 
ports durlnc the year before America 
entered the wir. 

*Th* total value of thee* food ehlp-

pounds. 

Wheat Saving Enormous. 
When the Food Administration be- 
gan operations In the summer of 1917, 
this country was facing a large deficit 
In wheat. Counting in all carry-over 
wheat from the 1916 crop, we had at 
the beginning of the 1917 harvest year 
just enough wheat to take care of 
America's normal consumption, — not a 
bushel of surplus. 

At the close of the 1917-19 harvest 
year the Food Administration's official 
reports showed that our total wheat 
shipments to the other side had been 
141.000.000 busbela Every bushel 
shipped was wheat saved by the 
American people from their normal 
consumption. 

In cereals and cereal prodncts re- 
el need to terms of cereal bushels our 
shipments to Allied destinations were 
34OJ6OOJ30O bushels. MJB00.0W) bushels 
more than the amount sent in 1916-17. 

Included In these figures are 13 0O0 - 
000 bushels of rye and the 141.000,000 
bushels of saved wheat. In addition 
we sent the neutrals dependent on us 
10,000.000 bushels of prime breadstuff*. 

These figures do not fully convey 
the volume of the effort and sacrifice 
made during the past year by the 
whole American people," the Food Ad- 
ministrator wrote. "I am snre that 
all the millions of our people, agricul- 
tural as well as urban, who have con- 
tributed to these results should feel 
a very definite satin faction that In a 
year of universal food attorrages In 
the Northern Hemisphere, all of those 
people Joined together against Ger- 
many came through to the new har- 
vest, not only with health and strength 
fully maintained, but with only tem- 
porary periods of hardship. 

"It Is difficult to distinguish be- 
tween various sections of our people— 
lh* bora**, public rating places, food 
trade, ortsn or agricultural popula- 
tions— in as«**«lrtg credit for ttifsa 
reaiilts. but no one will deny Mm dom- 
inant part of tie American women.

Packers' Profits 
Are Regulated 

The public should understand that 
the profits of the packers have been 
limited by the Food Administration 
since November 1, 1917. For this pur- 
pose, the business of Swift & Company 
is now divided into three classes: 

Class 1 includes such products as beef, 
pork, mutton, oleomargarine and 
others that are essentially animal 
products. Profits are limited to 9 
per cent of the capital employed in 
these, departments, (including sur- 
plus and borrowed money), or not 
to exceed two and a half cents on 
each dollar of sales. 

Class 2 includes the soap, glue, 
fertilizer, and other departments 
more or less associated with the 
meat business. Many of these de- 
partments are in competition with 
outside businesses whose profits 
are not limited. Profitsftrthis class 
are restricted to 15 per cent of the 
capital employed, 

Class 3 includes outside Investments, 
such as those in stock yards, and 
the operation of pocking plants in 
foreign countries. Profits in this 
class are not limited. 

Total profits for all departments 
together in 1918 will probably be 
between three and four per cent on 
an increased volume of sales. 

The restrictions absolutely guar- 
antee a reasonable relation between 
live stock prices and wholesale meat 
prices, because the packer's profit can- 
not possibly avernge more than a 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 

Since the profits on meat (Class 1) 
are running only about 2 cents on each 
dollar of sales, we have to depend on 
the profits from soap, glue, fertilizer 
(Class 2, also limited) and other depart- 
ments, (Class 3) to obtain reasonable 
earnings on capital.

/^VVER 75 per cent, of the sugar used in tho United 
\J States is delivered by ships. There is produced 
about 800,000 tons of beet sugar and 250,000 tons of 
cane sugar in Louisiana. The total consumption of the 
United States is about 4,500,000 tons of raw sugar, which 
makes about 4.250,000 tons of refined sugar. 

If our coasts were blockaded as Germany's now are, 
we would have available for the use of the people of the 
United States only one pound of sugar for every four wo 
use. Under such circumstances there is no doubt that the 
American people would get along on this limited supply 
without complaint. 

The United States Food Administration is asking 
every American ^household to use not more than two 
pounds of sugar per person each month for domestic 
use. Reducing our sugar consumption here means that 
we will be able to help supply the needs of France, Eng- 
land and Italy. Sugar conservation on the American 
table also means conservation of ships. 

The Army and Navy have sent out an "S. O. S." call 
for ships. "Save Our Ships to Transport Troops and 
Munitions to France, in order that we may keep the fight- 
ing front where it now is and not allow it to extend to 
our own homes," is the message. 

There is ample sugar in the world for ail require- 
ments — in fact, there is a liflbrj! Jjuxplus, but on account 
of the ship shortage it is not available for use in this 
country. 

Java, avhich produces 15 per cent of the world's 
cane crop, 's too far removed. It requires 150 to 160 
days for a ahi-p to go to Java and return."
